us,  that  theie  was  a capital  of  fifty  at.  1 11- 
i ms  of  bank  paper  in  circulation  m tlie 
U.  S.  and  the  fpecie  circulation  for  its 
fupport  did  not  excred  10  mi  1 lions — a. id 
that  was  d..ily  diniinilhing-  It  this  be  the 
true  (late  ot  the  circulating  medium,  I 
think  the  extenlion  uf  bank  paper  circula- 
tion already  too  great  ; audit  would  not 
be  fiurpiifing  to  me,  it  a knowledge  oi  this 
fact  alone  Ihould  lrfTrn  its  ciedit.  Rs  ex- 
cefshas  certa  n:y  become  an  evil  .and  inftead 
of  being-lli  il  further  extended,  ouglit  to  be 
curtailed.  But  the  moft  objection-able  cir- 
cumstance to  this  cxcefs  ol  cirttlatioii  of 
bank  paper  I conceive  to  be  itsincvita- 
ble  tendency  to  exclude  the  i'prrie  circu- 
lation, which  it  fubftitutes.  A Specie  cir- 
culation, is  certainly  greatly  preferable  to 
paper  circulation  ; it  has  an  intriufic  val- 
ue in  itself,  whc-ieas  the  paper  circulation 
has  no  iutrinfic  value;  and  its  currency 
depends  upon  the  vrlneof  the  specie  cir- 
culation which  it  reprefents.  Of  courfe  a 
circulation  of  value  is  excluded  Irom  the 
couutiv.  and  fubllitutcd  by  one  ol  no  val- 
ue ; and  in  times  ot  war  or  other  gteat 
political  calamities,  when  the  government 
would  ftand  moll  in  need  ot  the  aid  of 
banks  tor  its  fupport,  their  capacity  to 
lend  would  he  the  moft  .diinin  idled,  il  not 
entirely  dellroyed  by  tiie  absence  of  fpe- 
cie capital,  which  the  circulation  of  bank 
papr-r  has  baniftied  from  tltf  country.  I 
p relume,  the  gentleman  would  not  confi- 
der  the  banilhn-.ent  oi  a citculation  ot  in- 
trinfic  value,  and  fubllituting  it  with  one 
of  a reprefetitative  value  oiPy,  amongft 
the  profperous  effects  rel'ulting  from  the 
op-ration  of  the  bank  of ’the  U.  S.  The 
gentlemau  from  Maffachufetts,  (Mr. 
Lloyd)  t- voted  the  Senate  with  the  peru- 
I'al  of  his  notes  of  the  evidence  ot  the  de- 
mocratic merchants  and  manufactures  of 
Philadelphia.  1 paid  great  attention  to 
this  information  derived  front  practical 
men  and  fh-.uld  hr  lorry  to  nnfi  -nceive  it  t 
and  certainly  could  not  disrtfpecl  it.  But 
there  were  two  facts.  Ilatrd  and  alfentedl 
toby  al!  of  them,  which  s-.ein  to  me  trre- 
concileablr  with  the  opinions  cxprelT.-d  by 
tliofc  gentlemen,  rtfpeftiug  the  leal  caules 
of  the  prrfent  fcarctty  of  money,  and  the 
diftrefftS  confequent  upon  that  fcartity.

We  find  many  mercantile  houfes  in 
that  country  aff.  elated  wiili  mercantile 
bodies  in  this,  so  much  so,  that  when  we 
hear  of  gi-eat  failures  in  Liverpool,  wt 
may  look  out  for  Iqualls  and  break-rs  at 
Nc.v-Yoik.  N t only  has  this  inf)  e c 
operated  on  the  people  generally;  but  I 
flatc  it  as  my  firm  conviction,  that  it  has 
operated  and  now  operates  on  the  govern- 
ment of  the  U.  States.  Is  (Iris  mercan- 
tile connection  the  only  source  of  influ- 
ence ? Not  at  all,  fir  ; the  influence. uc 
cruing  to  G'rit  Britain  from  the  identity 
of  language,  from  reading  Britilli  books, 
f om  the  piecedents  derived  from  l.er  fyf- 
tem  of  jlirifpruJence,  inculca'ed  in  early 
life  — 1mm  mtcHuari  iagrs  and  various  ot  ti- 
er circumflanrcs,  piralizes  the  efforts  ot 
oar  country,  and  almoll  reduces  it  to  a 
Hate  of  colonial  dependence;  I rorfilrr 
this  bar  k as  gi  ing  that  divci  fifi*  d influ- 
ence a body  and  form  for  action.

And  is 
it  defir.  ble  that  T. ell  an  engine  Ihouid  ex- 
it] in  .he  hands  of  foreigners  ? l ake  awav 
this  i -fluence,  and  Great  Britain  would 
ftand  nearly  on  the  f i me  tooting  in  rela- 
tion to  us,  that  any  other  nation  does.  J 
hare  not  overlooked  the  ohfervations  of 
the  gentleman  from  Georgia,  in  relation 
til  this  fubject.  He  oblerved,  if  there  he 
any  Influence,  it  is  reciprocal  ,-  that  tlie.1V 
1'ireigners,  having  funds  in  the  United 
Stales’  bar.k,  will  ufe  their  belt  exertions 
to  procure  a icspectfor  oar  rights,  or  to 
keep  ' lie  two  nations  nt  peace.  1 believe 
they  will  : but  wlii'.ft  they  may  have 
influe neein  this  country  they  will  have 
none  in  their  own.

But  where  a maj  •'( 
ty  rtf  representati-es  s re  chosen  by  tint  cue 
twentieth  of  the  people — nvhere  this  ma- 
jority are,  procured  bv  the  corrupt  influ 
etice  of  the  minister— where  the  King  and 
Lords,  the  two  other  branches  of  the  le- 
gislature, are  hereditary,  the  people  are 
mocked  with  a mere  shadow,  w hen  their 
consent  is  said  thus  to  have  been  given  to 
the  laws  by  which  they  are  governed.  To 
people  thus  oppressed,  and  inanr  of  them 
for  conscience  sake,  the  once  frightful 
wilderness  of  America,  seemed  to  offer  a 
grateful  assylum.  It-savage  tenents  were 
disjects  of  less  terror  than  their  own  relent- 
less rulers.  Like  Rome,  our  C.o  timon- 
wenllh  was  founded  bv  exiles  and  husband- 
men ; mny  it  newer  experience  her  fate. 

Rome  had  enemies — hut  she  h»d  no  pa- 
rent to  watch  malignantly  over  her  rude 
walls  ns  they  were  reared — and  under  in- 
siduous  professions  of  protection,  to  medi- 
tate the  most  absolute  and  degrading  sub- 
jection. 

But  tl-.e  eyes  of  avarice  and  pnwc-,  like 
those  of  the  fabled  Argus,  arc  never  en- 
tirely asleep — after  struggling  for  upwards 
of  » century  with  every  difficulty- which  a 
Wilderness,  and  a savage  enemy  could  pre- 
sent, their  prospects  began  to  brighten  — 
Tlie  toils -sf  industry  began  to  bcabnndant- 
!y  repaid— h'erv  comfort  of  life  grew  up, 
and  the-/  flourished  apitcr. 

The  remoteness, ci  the  colonies  from  the 
old  Government,  soften- d some  of  the 
worst  features  of  its  adfwiuistration*  In- 
fancy a.-id  consequent  weakness  seemed  to 
secure  them  more  gentle  treatment,  till 
they  should  become  more  capable  of  bur- 
then. The  privilege  of  local  Legislature* 
were  granted  them,  and  such  is  the  love  of 
Freedom  in  the  human  sr--',  tttat  thes- 
Legislatures  restricted  as  they  were — be- 
came the  parent  beds  which  generated  that 
germ1,  which  by  its  expansion,  has  given 
a different  aspect  to  the  condition  of  men 
in  the  New  World.  Precious  is  the  right 
of  self-government — it  is  that  alone  which 
gives  value  to  existence. 

Bui  no'  law  of  a general  nature  could 
pass  without  the  royal  assent— appeals 
from  the  colonial"  tribunals  were  reserved 
to  the  King  in  Council.  The  colonies  were 
prohibited  to  manufacture  almost  every 
description  of  article,  which  could  be  sup- 
plied by  the  mother  country  ; which  v/ere 
tobe  purchased  of  her  at  the  prices  de- 
manded. Their  agricultural  produce  was 
to  be  vended  exclusively  in  British  mar- 
kets—high  duties  were  imposed  upon  their 
admission.  Heavy  taxes  were  also  impo 
sed  upon  their  articles  of  consumption- 
in  a word,  as  they  grew  np  and  flourished, 
they  seem  to  have  been  only  the  more  in 
vitit-g  objects  of  British  rapacitv  and  op- 
pression. By  the  two  charters  of  James  the 
1st,  the  colonies  never  declared  “entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  faithful  liege  and 
natural  born  subjects,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, as  if  they  had  heen  born  in  the 
Realm  of  England.”  However  imperfectly 
th?  Representative  S)  stem  obtains  in  that 
country,  it  has  for  many  centuries  been  re- 
garded as  a fundamental  law  of  the  em- 
pire, that  representation  and  taxation 
must  go  together.  But  even  this  last  illu- 
sive privilege  of  British  subjects  was  de- 
nied to  the  colonies.  A law  passed  the 
British  parliament  imposing  an  oppressive 
stamp  duty  upon  us.  Wt  were  represen- 
ted by  the  minister  as  children  of  ».heir 
planting,  nourished  by  their  indulgence, 
until  grown  to  a good  degree  of  strength 
and  opulence  ; that  they  had,  therefore,  a 
right  to  impose  those  burthens  on  11s.  and 
we  ought  to  hear  them,  though  imposed 
without  out  coqsent. 

This  odious  act  gave  rise  to  our  memo- 
rable contest.  It  was  in  vain  that  the  vir- 
tuous m-nd  ar.d  independent  voice  of  one 
man.  Col.  Ilarre  depicted  our  situation  and 
asserted  onr  rights  on  that  memorable  oc- 
casion—most  lrulv  did  he  state-  that  their 
tvrannv  had  driven  us  from  amongst  them  ; 
that  we  had  grown  up  from  their  neglect 
and  not  by  their  care — that  instead  of  be- 
ing protected  by  them,  we  had  to  defend 
ourselves  from  a cruel  and  savage  enemy, 
and  while  our  frontiers  were  drenched 
with  blood,  we  had  contributed  the  fruits 
of  our  toils  to  the  enlargement  of  theirem- 
pire— that  men  who  had  fled  from  the  bar 
of  justice  for  their  crimes  in  their  own 
country  had  been  sent  to  rule  over  ns — to 
spy  out,  and  prey  upon  nur  liberties — “ Re- 
lieve me”  said  he  emphatically,  “ rem-rr • 
her,  T this  day  t'<ld  you  no.  the  same  spirit 
which  actuat’  d that  / coplr  nt  first  still 
continues  with  them  ” It  did  continue 
with  them,  though  treu'crdous  the  . day  of 
trial,  conducting  them  to  a result,  the  as 
tonishment  of  the  world. 

A momentary  relaxation  on  the  part  of 
; the  Old  Government  is  followed  up  bv 
new  acts  of  tyranny.  The  grasp  of 
oppression  is*a  little  loosened  to  take  a firm, 
er  hold.  There  is  a point  however  where 
possible  evil  sinks  in  comparison  with  that 
which  is  borne — when  oppression  has  fill 
o<l  the  measure,  the  cup  overflows  bv  ad- 
dition. Until  the  last  sense  of  feeling, 
and  the  last  ray  of  hope  are  extinguished, 
man,  however  bowed  beneath  the  yoke.  is. 
possessed  of  a recuperative  energy,  which 
is  ever  dangerous  to  the  oppressor. 

Danger  and  death  kick  the  beam  when 
placed  in  competition  with  all  that  reuders 
life  desirable.

stores  for  war,  and  above  all,  without  an 
union  of  government  or  councils ; depri- 
ved too  of  the  last  melancholy  consolation 
of  unsuccessful  war,  the  rights  of  captivi 
tv  ; being  regarded  as  Traitors,  death 
awaited  unsuccessful  resistance.  IVople 
of  America  ! a God  has  presided  r-ver 
your  fie-itinie).  Your  Guardian  Angel 
might  have  trembled  with  dismay,  at  the 
clouds  and  darkness  which  shrouded  the 
abvss  of  the  future.  A spirit  more  than 
m-iitul  'Corns  to  have  breathed  ever  our 
hemisphere  ; one  mind  and  one  soul  > veins 
tohave  actuated  our  countrymen.

But  as  if  to  know  how  to  estimate  this 
sacred  boon,  we  were'ordained  to  he  puri» 
fird  by  the  ordeal  of  patient  and  unexam- 
plied  trial;  much  was  vet  to  be  done  and 
suffered.

Men  accustomed 
to  all  the  comforts  of  ras>*  and  opulence, 
are  seen  at  the  call  rf  their  country,  to  en- 
ter the  ranks  as  private  soldiers;  to  ex- 
change their  beds  of  down  for  the  cold 
earth,  and  to  encounter  labor  and  hard- 
ship in  every  form.  Who  can  trace  the 
Unheard  of  perils  and  privations  of  our  lit- 
tle army,  and  forbear  to  exclaim,  those 
soldiers  of  liberty  are  more  than  men  ! — 
Despair  seems  fora  moment  tohave  ever- 
cast  the  glorious  rhjeef  before  them.  The 
gloom v ppl-iod  of  ’76seeini"(l  to  have  threat- 
ened the  annihilation  of  hope  itself-r-.Th1? 
enemy  victorious  and  flushed  with  success, 
hung  upon  the  shattered  remains  of  our  lit- 
tle patriotic  hand — flying  through  Jersey, 
and  hopeless  of  escape  ; without  provision, 
without  blankets,  naked  and  barefooted, 
exposed  to  the  inclement  rigor  of  the  win- 
ter’s frost,  on  which  thev  might  be  track- 
ed bv  the  blood  which  issued  from  their 
lacerated  feet;  those  spared  by  the  sword 
of  the  pnrmier,  hourly  sinking  through  fa- 
tigue and  cold,  in  the  arms  of  death.
